Oil in Sues Gulf - 


: WASHINGTON, Feb,.14 (AP) .— 
The State Department today crit- 
icized Israel's oil .expioration in 
the Gulf of Suez as both illegal 
and “not helpful” to a settlement 
with the Arabs. 

᾿ Frederick Brown, s department 
Spokesman, said that Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance will take up 
the matter with Israeli and 
Egyptian officials during his 
weeklong Middle East trip. 

“Our legal view. is. that Israel, 

ἂς an occupying power, doés not 
have.a right to exploit natural 
fesources that were not being ex- 
plofted when the occupation be- 
gan,” Mr. Brown. said, 
‘The Israelis have taken over 
the east side of the gulf, which 
lies between Egypt,.and the oc- 
cupied Sinai. 

Mr. Brown, responding to ques- 
tions at a briefing, said, “Israelt 
development is not helpful to get 
peace negotiations under way.” 

Israel hag refused to recognize 
old US. leases granted by Egypt. 
Last September, an Israeli flotilla 
drove the U.S. Mariner-1 drill rig 
back toward Egypt as it tried to 
exploit a 1964 lease to a petroleum 

company owned by Egypt's gov- 
ernment oil firm and a subsidiary 
of Standard Ou Co. of Indiana.

Mrs. Gandhi Assailed 


Sister of Nehru 
Joins Opposition

NEW DELBI, Feb. 14 (NYT!.—Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, Prime 
Minister Indira, Gandhi's aunt and 8, former high-ranking diplomat, 
gaid today that she had decided to join the political campaign 
against -her niece to help “put an end to the authoritarian trend 
which has grown to vast proportions” in India. 


“I have remained a passive spectator far too long,” declared 


Mrs. Pandit, who was Jawabaria] Nehru's sister. 


“But 1 cannot 


live at peace with myself if, by my silence, I seem to agree with 


the destruction of all I have been 
taught to hold dear. I speak now 
with a fall sense of responsibility 
for what I am doing because my 
first duty and loyalty is, and 
must always be, to my country.” 

Mrs. Pandit explained the rea- 
soning behind her decision at 2 
joint news conference with Jeg- 
jivan Ram, the forme: agricul- 
ture minister, whose defection 
from Prime Minister Gandhi's 
Cabinet two weeks ago changed 
the whole nature of the current 
parliamentary election campaign, 
posing @ reajl threat to the gov- 
ernment. 

Now 76, Mrs. Pandit has been 
retired from public life for near- 
ly 10 years. But she is still one 
of the best-known women in In- 
dia and a possessor, as Mulch as 


" the Prime Minister, of the Nebru 


mystique, which is something 
special in Indian politics. And 
thus her decision to campaign 
vigorously for Mr. Ram, and his 
newly formed Congress for De- 
mocracy party could be ah. im- 
portant psychological blow to the 
ruling Congress party. 

Mrs. Pandit, who has held 
some’ of India's top diplomatic 
posts, . including ambassador to 
Wi and served a5 pres- 
ident of the UN General Assem- 
bly, said she was not planning 
to run for a seat herself in the 
parliamentary election, which is 
to begin March 16, but rather "to 
campaign for principles.” 

“There is one issue and that 
is that this country be back:

the: moment,” she said. a 

“Although Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi is my niece and I 
love her dearly, IT am not m 
accord: with the policies of her 


government,” Mrs, Pandit ssid, 


adding that.she had not inform- 
ed Mrs. Gandhi in advance of 
her. decision. Although the two 
women see each other from time 
to time, there hes been a strain 
fm their relationship for years. 
The Prime Minister had no im- 
mediate reaction to ber aunt's 
statement today. .

ATHENS, Feb. 14 (UPI).—An 
appeals court convicted 
four former police officials of 
using torture and sentenced them

persons living in multipie towers 
up to 20 stories high. 

The sameness and sterility of 
these clusters dominates the sky- 
lines of most cities. 


The mayor of Moscow. Viadi- 
mir Promysiov, satd last year that 
about 85 per cent of the capital’s 
living accommodation had been 
built since the end of the war. 
About one-fourth of Mostow's 
residents now live in communal 
apartments, half as many as a 
decade ago. 

‘Yet that means that millions 
of people stil] live in cramped 
and generally cheerless commu- 
nal flats, most of which are 
remnants of pre-revolutionary 
construction divided thme and 
again to meet the pressing needs 
of the 1930s and 1940s. 

Behind the imposing wooden 
doors of what was once the down- 
town residence of a well-to-do 
textile merchant Hive five fam- 
jlies, each with its own beil out- 
side, On the right just inside is 
the kitchen, large but cluttered 
with separate tables and cup- 
boards maintatned by the various 
householis, Then there is a bath 
and toilet, οἷά but serviceable— 
even today only 60 per cent of 
all Moscow apartments have hot 
water.

There ere stilt some old build- 
ings Known as “hotel types," 
where families are arrayed along 
corridors in the traditionai style 
Οἱ hostelries but without the 
services. Common baths and 
kitchens are the rule and an er- 


asperated former tenant com- 
plained, “Children spent thelr 
time running from one end of 
the hall to the other, What a 
noise!” . 

These are luxurious compared 
to the quaint but primitive two 
and three-room wooden izbas 
(huts) found im rural areas 
(There are even some left on the 
outskirts of Moscow.) The cozi~ 
ness of pot-bellied stoves does not 
make up for'the rigors of haul- 
ing well water. Except for elec- 
tricity, the living standard is 19th 
century. 


Even the best of modern hous~ 
fng, however, often ieaves much 
to be desired.

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To Unsteal the Panama Canal 


Tt is finally time to resolve the future 
of the Panama Canal. Negotiations for a 
‘new treaty resumed yesterday, in Panama, 
but they are not the decisive arena. The 
Stubbornness has been in U.S. heads and 
hearts, and elaborately reflected in the U.S. 


Senate, which must ratify any new arrange-, 


ment. 

Talks about a new treaty have already 
“dragged on for a dozen years and the U.S. 
reputation in this matter has been stained 
-for 70 years. It is not the peace of the 
world that hangs in the balance; only the 
peace of US. nolltics. The thing to decide 
is whether the United States wishes ta 
remedy an injustice, enhance its relations 
with Latin America, promote stability and 
economic progress in Panama and still 
assure, even prolong, its safe access to the 
canal

Can any diplomatic question be that one- 
sided? Presidents Johnson, Nixon and Ford 
thought so, and now apparently President 
Carter does too. So do U.S. business leaders 
active in Latin America. They begin with a 
sense of how the United States acquired the 
eanal best expressed perhaps by Sen. 
Hayakawa, no softy. “We should hang on to 
it.” he thinks. “We stole it fair and 
Square.” 

We stole it and removed the incriminating 
evidence irom our history books. We have 
romanticized our courage in the theft and 
the military value of it. Our people-sit in 
colonial luxury in the Canal Zone, defend- 
ing this history and mythology more than 
the canal and driving politicians to dema-

new treaty, will be fair and flexible. They 
worry less about a bad deal than the 
disastrous consequences of having a good 
eal rejected by one-third of the Senate.

Spain’s 


Spain is in perhaps the most perilous stage 
of its daring passage from dictatorship to 
democracy. The government of Adolpho 
Suarez is moving resolutely in three policy 
areas, any one of which would be difficult 
enough to test the constancy and flexibility 
of a political system accustomed to represen- 
tative government for decades. : 


First, Premier Suarez is coping with a surge 
of terrorism that took the lives of five Com- 
munist lawyers and two students of the 
left. in addition to three policemen. Two 
high officials have been kidnapped as well 
—although they have since been rescued 
tn a daring operation by a police force. 
Whether these acts are the work of left or 
Tight extremists, perhaps the one posing as 
the other, is unclear. No matter: The gov- 
ernment must keep order without allowing 
the preparations for parliamentary elections 
next May to be thrown off; it was with 
this in mind, undoubtedly, that the dramatic 
rescue operation was launched. So far. the 
task of maintaining order has been left to 
the police rather than «Ὁ the army, whose 
recall to .policing duties would ‘gravely 
damage the otherwise growing luster of 
civilian government. But the search, arrest 
and control powers available to the police 
have been expanded in the campaign against 
the terrorists. King Juan Carlos is tending 
carefully to the military's anxieties. Pre- 
mier Suarez is holding firm. Bat it is a 
close thing.

LONDON, Feb. 14.—The British 
government will be forced to take 
expansionary measure’ in its 1979 
budget to keep unemployment 
from rising to unacceptable lev- 
els, according to the latest pre- 
dictions from the Henley Center 
for Forecasting. 

Tt said that unemployment in 
Britain could rise to a record 
21/2 million persons m 1982 if 
the government continued its 
current policies. 

Unemployment currently totals 
just under 11/2 millicr persons, 
or 6.1 per cent of the labor force 
—® jobless figure that is close 
to the highest level of unemploy- 
ment since the end of World 
‘War I. 

The Henley Center said “true” 
adult unemployment, excluding 
students on vacation, was 1.3 mil- 
lion last year. It sees this tota] 
rising to 19 milion next year, 2 
million in 1980 and 2.5 million 
in 1982 if current government 
Policies continue. 

It seid that these levels of um~ 
employment would be “totally un- 
acceptable,” 


Taking into consideration the 
expected improvement in Brit-~ 
ain’s balance of payments—it 
predicts a 1977 current deficit of 
£500 million—the Henley Center 
said it believes that government 
Policy “will become less restric 
tive later in 1978.” Tt also cited 
North Sea oil revenues as a fa~

But age and arthritis have slowed her 
down. 

“She still goes to the beauty parlor every 
week to get her hair dome and she gets 
out once and 2 while when the weather is 
nice,” says May Wallace, 8 sister-in-law 
and neighbor. “But she has a bad right 
knee that keeps her from being too active.” 

Mrs. Truman, affectionately called 
“Boss" by Preskient Truman because she 
was the only person who could baw! him 
out and get away with it, spent 19 days 
in the hospital in July, 1976, for her 
arthritis, a condition that necessitates a 
walking cane.
